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Redelheim Takes ZOA 


Reins as Neumann 
Draft Attempt Fails

MIAMI BEACH (P-O)—Three 
f@ays of intense politicking 
marked the sessions of the 61st 
annual Zionist Organization of 
America convention, as an at- 
tempt to draft Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann for another term, even 
after his withdrawal (P-O, Oct 
12) fell through. The all-pow- 
erful nominations committee fl. 
nally agreed on Abraham Redel- 
heim to lead the organization. 

The usual number of top 
speakers addressed the convei- 
tion, and if they appeared duller 
than usual, it very likely was 
only this reporter’s surfeit with 
speeches. 

THE ONLY excitement w4s3 
In the nominations committee, 
headed by Shoolem Ettinger of 
Indianapolis, which met in al- 
most continual sessions begin- 
ning with Friday and endinz 
Sunday afternoon, just in time 
to report to the election session. 

There was some division as to 
whether Dr. Neumann would 
change his mind and accept a 
draft. It was felt that the 
$100,000 raised among the dele- 
gates to offset the large deficit 
of the organization might have 
some influence in this direction 
In any event the subcommittee 
of the nominating committee 
waited on him at more than one 
appointment. But all to no 
avail. 

MEANWHILE, only two ac- 
tual candidates were in the 
running — Redelheim and Jac- 
ques Torczyner, who was an ac. 
tiva candidate, and had consid- 
erable backing. Max Bressler 
of Chicago may have wanted to 
be a candidate, but he never 
openly said he was one. 

When finally in the wee hours 
of the night, it became clear 
that Dr. Neumann could not be 
drafted, there was little contest 
and the choice of the nominat- 
ing committee rested on Redel- 
heim. 

IMMEDIATELY there began 
& new struggle for the chair- 
manship of the national execu- 
tive committee. At first it was 
felt that David Lowenthal, of 
Pittsburgh, a comparatively 
young man who has risen fast, 
would be given the post. But 
Torezyner who had refused to 
give up hope decided to make a 
fight for the position, which has 
been held by Abraham Good- 
man, of New York, and gained 
some support in view of his 
long service to the organization. 

The way out of the impasse 
was to name Rabbi Max Nuss- 
baum to the chairmanship of 
the important body, while Tor- 
Czyner was given one of four 
administrative vice-presidencies. 

The other three administra- 
tive vice-presidents are Lowen- 
thal, Dr. Morton J. Robbins and 
Rabbi I. Usher Kirshblum. 

TWENTY -SEVEN vice-presi- 
dents, the exact number that 
served last year, were elected.

Although he refused to allow 
himself to be drafted, Dr. Neu- 
man scrutinized every name for 
every post, and although he did 
not present any names for any 
position himself, he and _ his 
backers would accept no one 
for office that was not accept- 
able to them. 

It seemed clear that the Neu- 
mann forces will dominate the 
organization for some time to 
come, even though Abe Redel- 
heim may not have been their 
first choice for the president. 


FBI Finds National 
Anti-Semitic Group 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A _ na- 
tional antiSemitic organization 
known as the National States 
Rights party, was formed re- 
cently in Knoxville, Tenn. 

This fact is part of the infor- 
mation uncovered so far by an 
FBI investigation called for by 
President Eisenhower following 
the recent bombings. 

Members of the party, it is re- 
ported, idolize Hitler. 

Five men arrested for throw- 
ing the bomb at the Reform 
Synagogue of Atlanta are mem- 
bers of the party. 

In order to hide its where- 
abouts, the party maintains no 
offices, but gets its mail in post 
offices boxes. 

Divisions of the party are lo- 
cated in New York, Atlanta, Los 
Angeles, St. Louis,’ and other 
cities. 








Little Rock Jews Living in Fear 
Of Wrong Attitude; Keep Mum

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (P-O)— 
Little Rock’s Jewish community 
is meeting the integration con- 
troversy with fear of economic 
reprisals, if not violence, and a 
“stay-out-of-the-mess” attitude. 

WITH THE city’s three major 
department stores, all owned by 
Jews, setting the pace of busi- 
ness downtown (traffic almost 
disappeared when only one of 
them closed for Yom Kippur) 
the Jewish community fears 
that reprisal for “a wrong at- 
titude” would be too easy. 

“We can’t afford to be out- 
spoken in this issue .. .” said 
cone Jewish merchant who re 
fused to let his name be men- 
tioned. 

“DO YOU THINK that I would 
dare say what I feel and face 
the possibility of going out of 
business?” said the manager of 
a women’s apparel chain store. 

“Look what happened to the 
Gazette. Do you think I want 
that for my business?” replied 
another Jewish merchant. 

When the Arkansas Gazette, 
Little Rock’s Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning daily newspaper, came out 





strongly for integration 
against Gov. Faubus, the Sires ’sS 
circulation dropped 20,000 read- 
ers and numerous threats were 
made against the lives of the 
paper’s staff members. 

AS FOR the students, most 
of the city’s Jewish youngsters 
are enrolled in grammar schools 

Of about the 20 who are of 
high school age, nearly haif 
have left the city to attend 
school in other towns, even 
other states — three went to 
Ohio, two to small towns in 
Arkansas, and one to Missouri. 
Most went to live with relatives. 

One, Marilyn Thomas, a 1T- 
year-old student at Hail High 
School, one of the four white 
schools closed by order of Gov. 
Faubus, now is attending Thom- 
as Edison High School in Tulsa, 
Okla. Marilyn’s parents, who 
are in the exterminating busi- 
ness, debated for weeks before 
sending her to Tulsa to live with 
Mrs. Thomas’ sister. 

TO A MAN, Little Rock’s 
Jewish high school students fav- 
ored the integration of the four 
white Little Rock high schools, 
although none would be quoted, 





BOMBED TEMPLE TRIES 
TO STOP FLOW OF GIFTS 


ATLANTA (P-O)—The 
bombed-out Reform Synagogue 
in Atlanta tried unsuccessfully 
last week to stem the flow of 
gifts small and large coming 
forward insistently and spon- 
taneously. 

AN AVALANCHE of offers to 
help the temple with monetary 
gifts were discouraged by tem- 
ple officials, who explained that 
the loss was covered by insur- 
ance. They did accept use of a 
nearby Jewish community cen- 
ter to hold services and con- 
ducted classes in a school. 





Despite this explanation, stu- 
dents at Emory university began 
a collection of funds, and letters 
to the temple brought checks 
and cash, big and small. One At- 
lantan was stopped on the street 
by a policeman who wanted to 
give a few dollars as a token of 
his sympathy. 

The receipt of bomb threats 
ig snowballing, and congrega- 


tions and school across. the 
country are reporting receiving 
such threats. 





as is the case of most Little 
Rock people when questioned 
by newsmen. 

“They (Negro students) have 
as~much right to attend school 
as I do,” said one 16-year-old 
Hall High School junior. 

“I'd gladly attend Central if 
it were integrated. I just want 
to get back to school,” said an- 
other, a senior. 


LAST WEEK, to add to the 
fear, Little Rock’s two rabbis 
received bomb threats. Reform 
Rabbi Ira E. Sanders received 
two letters stating the Temple 
B’nai Israel would be bombed 
on Friday at 9:20 p. m. Rabbi 
Irwin Groner received a similar 
note Concerning the Synagogue 
Agudath Achim. 

“It’s a terrible thing to live 
in a country as great as ours 
and still be faceq with some- 
thing like bomb threats. It’s 
hard to believe that it could 
ever happen here,” said Rabbi 
Sanders. 


“I ONLY HOPE that the 
city’s integration problems can 
be ironed out before it goes tov 
the extent that the federal gov- 
ernment has to control cur pubs 
lic schools.” 

To both rabbis, the threat of 
action is the major concern, not 
the bomb threats themselves, 

“We have no intention of cur- 
tailing any activities of the syna- 
gogue. However, we are keep- 
ing our exterior lights burning 
around the clock and have asked 
for increased police surveil- 
lance;” said Rabbi Groner, 


“WE ARE going ahead with 
cur normal activities,” said 
Rabbi Sanders. 

For the present the Little 
Rock crisis remains unsettled. 
More than 600 students are at- 
tending a private school set up 
for whites. An additional 600 
students have transferred to 
schools outside the city.

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CALIFORNIANS FIGHTING BITTER BATTLE 
OVER RIGHT TO TAX RELIGIOUS SCHOOLS

LOS ANGELES (P-O)—Caii 
fornia will become the oniy state 
i” the union to have taxation 
on its religious schools if a bit- 
terly fought over constitutional 


amendment is backed by the 
voters in next Tuesday's elec- 
tions. 

KNOWN as Proposition 16, 


the amendment is being attacked 
in a widespread statement ‘y 
key Jewish community leaders 
here. They charge that “the 
same narrow-minded forces re- 
sponsible for the defiance of the 
Supreme Court in the South 
and for the bombing of syna- 
gogues and Jewish centers are 
sending campaign funds _ into 
California.” 

The backers of the movement 
{0 impose taxes on the states’ 
Catholic, Protestant, Jewish and 
non-sectarian private schools “re- 
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cently filed required financial 
statements in Sacramento which 
show that funds were received 
from such states as Arkansas. 
Virginia, the Carolinas, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Texas. The 
figures show that better than 10 
per cent of the funds are non- 
Californian in origin. 

THE JEWISH leaders signing 
the statement (carried in the lo- 
cal Anglo-Jewish papers this 
week) have joined with others 
battling this second attempt te 
impose taxes on religious 
schools. 

Up to 1951 California was the 
enly state to have such taxes. 
All other states have tax exemp- 
tion privileges for religious 
schools. In 1952 a move to upset 
the 1951 removal of taxes was 
defeated by a close vote. The 
backers of the taxation went as 
far as the U.S. Supreme Court 
in an attempt to place the 
schools back in the taxable cate- 
gory. All their efforts failed. 
and the current Proposition 16 
is their biggest effort to date. 

SUBSIDIARY material back- 
ing this group comes from near- 
ty San Diego. A firm called 
Superior Books has sent out a 
broadside headed: “Californians 
Should Not Pay Taxes For A 
Foreign Religious Dictator—Vote 
Yes On Number 16.” Their ma- 
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terial is heavily anti-Catholic. 
Other material they circulate 
contains attacks on religion as 


“brain stuffing” and _ include; 
the rabbi with the priest and 
preacher.

Opposed McCarran-Walter Act 


KEN KEATING opposed and voted against the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Act, introduced by 
two Democrats and passed by a Democratic Con- 
gress. He called this law highly discriminatory and 
unfair. 


“It contains many other features which will 
open us to a sustainable charge of racial and re- 
ligious discrimination. I hate discrimination just 
like poison . .. 1 shall fight it as I would the

Briton Turns Down $84,000 
For Mining Rights in Negev

HAIFA (P-O)—British Colonel 
Leonard Williams has refused 
a 30,000-pound sterling settle- 
ment ($84,000) in his case 
against the Israeli government 


for “disregarding his mineral 
mining rights in the Negev, and 
robbing him of his rightful 
royalties.” 

Williams, 77, who is suing 
the state for 220,000 pounds 
sterling, is a trained geologist 


and has surveyed the southern 
parts of the Negev desert from 
the Gulf of Aqaba to the Dead 
Sea, since 1920. 


Israeli officials deny the va- 
lidity of his legal claims, saying 
that the British-Palestine gov- 
ernment only promised Wil- 
liams exclusive mineral exploit- 
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ation rights in the southern 
Negev, but did not grant them. 
Williams says he possesses of- 
ficial mineral mining  conces- 
sions granted by the British- 
Palestine government, and since 
then Israel has stated that it is 
that body’s successor, it must 
reimburse him for his losses. 

The out-of-court settlement 
attempt was allegedly made to 
attempt to gain possession of 
38 notebooks in which Williams 
has details of his explorations. 
The notebooks are said to con- 
tain details of numerous rich 
deposits so far undiscovered by 
Israel, and may save the coun- 
try the high costs of new sur- 
veys. 

A new settlement offer is be 
ing made of 30,000 pounds ster!- 
ing for Williams’ alleged rights.

notebooks is said to be in process

BY HIS senior year a number 


of colleges were eyeing his 
curly head with more than a 
passing interest. After all he 
could also run, kick and tackle 
with coachwarming proficiency. 

Fortunately for Pittsburgh 
University well - wishers and 
Coach Jock Sutherland, Biggie’s 
stepmother was a home-town 
fan and sold him on joining the 
Panthers. 

In October, 1936, Biggie, now 
a husky 180 pounds, burst upon 
the fotball world in a @azzling 
afternoon of baffling, bothering 
and _ bewildering perennially 
powerful Notre Dame. Before 
76,000 people, the curly-head 
ran, kicked and passed Pitt to a 
26-0 victory. 

LEST THERE be scoffers, the 
next week he came back with a 
three-touchdown afternoon 
against Carnegie Tech, then a 
football power. 

So it went for two more Col- 
lege seasons. In both he was 
nameg an All-American, in 1937 
at halfback and in 1938 at fu!l- 
back. During these golden years 
of Pitt football, Biggie was the 
brightest star in a dazzling Pitt 
constellation. 

He took it all without sue- 
cumbing to enlargement of the 
ego. Someone remarked that 
Pitt might have won the Du- 
quesne game of 1937 if the rain 
and mud hadn’t hampered Big- 
gie. “Yes maybe we would have 
won,” said curly-head, “but re- 
member, Duquesne was playing 
in the mud, too.” 

NOT THAT he didn’t know his 
ewn value. Upon graduation 
from Pitt he was offered a con- 
tract by the Chicago Cardinals

He didn’t sign until he got what 
he wanted, a salary in “five fig. 
ures,” a term far more meaning- 
ful in 1939 than it is today. 

Biggie hag two careers with 
the Cardinals, From 1939 to 
1942 he was one of the great 
offensive backs of the National 
League. He broke a leg at the 
opening of the 1943 season, 
served in the Navy during 
1944-45 and returned to become 
the best defensive back of the 
league from 1946 to his retire- 
ment in 1949. 

IN COMBINATION with 
Charlie Trippi, Pat Harder and 
Paul Christman, he formed the 
“dream” backfield which gave 
the Cardinals the pro football 
championship in 1947. 

Biggie had many great mo- 
ments in football. But the 
lighter ones also deserve re- 
membrance. 

In a 1941 game against the 
Philadelphia Eagles he took in 
a high punt. He pivoted sharply 
to avoid an onrushing tackler, 
The man made a desperate grab 
and caught Biggie’s hip pad. 

HARD-DRIVING Biggie 
jerked away—minus his pants. 
He managed to go 12 more yardg 
before a horde of tacklers merci- 
fully shielded him from the 
gaze of the multitude. 

It’s been a long time since 
Riggie put on a football uniform. 
But not so long since he’s 
handled a football. Biggie, now 
general manager of a machinery 
concern in Chicago, is teaching 
Biggie Jr., a 183-pound facsim- 
ile, how to play football for 
New Trier High School. 

Young Biggie has something 
to live up to. This month, 
Leonard Marshall “Biggie” 
Goldberg was named to foot: 
ball’s Hall of Fame.

ture’ — a truth reiterated in 
many a homily today. 

The Talmud, codes, commen- 
taries, responsa, history, and 
Rible versions and critiques are 
the subjects masterfully covered 
end annotated. 

Vol. VII is devoted to He- 
trew language and _letters 
which comprises linguistics, lex- 
jcography, liturgy, and all 
branches of belles lettres. 

Worship and secular and sac- 
req poetry, are some of the 
topics, with reference to such 
masters as Judah Halevi ard 
Ibn Gabirol. 

Equally specialized is VIII. 
which offers a period history of 
philosophy and science among 


the Jews. This means magic, 
mysticism (including the Zo- 
har), the growth of rationalism. 


as largely represented by such 
es Maimonides, and the vaz% 
achievements of medieval Jew- 
ixh savants in medicine, mathe- 
matics, astronomy, and all other 
sciences of the times. (Mai- 
monides was also greatest cf 
the Jewish physicians.) 

The obvious conclusion, creat- 
ed by all previous works of this 
nature, is that the history of 
the Jews is more cultural than 
political. 

The extensive notes are brief 
essays in themselves, All eight 
volumes will serve, therefore. 
not alone as popular history. 
but as source books for all later 
students. They remain unparal- 
leled of their kind. 


THE NEAR EAST, by William 
Yale, $7.50 (University of 
Michigan Press). : 

One of the first volumes in 
Michigan’s magnificently plan- 
ned, written, and produced “His- 
tory of the Modern World,” 
Prof. Yale’s huge work merits 
high praise for its profound 
and thorough scholarship. No 
cther single volume tells so 
much about the Turks the hap- 
less Armenians, Egypt and the 
cther Arab states, the Euro- 
pean impact—in war and peace 
—On these countries, and the 
historical influences that have 
Jed to the present status of con- 
flict and flux. However, Dr. 
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Yale, though he admits that 
riuch of this material cannot 
be recounted with full objec- 
tivity by any historian, displays 
the most arrant subjectivity in 
his comments on Jews and 
Arabs, 

The Jews of past centuries 
were never “barbarians” and 
“obscurantists,” with occasional 
Spinozas to relieve the bleak 
situation; in the worst of times 
they were the most studious 
and learned in every nation. 
Never did they stagnate cul- 
turally, as he deposes; nor were 
they the irritating substance in 
the Christian oyster, but the 
cyster the goyim sought to cap- 
ture’ and swallow. 

There is no valid distinction 
between “Jews” and “Zionists”; 
it was not the Arabs, but the 
Jews, who were “double-cross- 
ed”; nor can the “Jews in the 
United States . .. be classified 
as Jewish Americans and Amecr- 
ican Jews” (Yale seems to have 
derived all his definitions from 
the unspeakable and essentially 
un-Jewish Council for Ameri- 
can Judaism, which he praises 
in a late chapter). 

Arab atrocities are not pre- 
sented; Nasser is made a heron; 
American politicians seeking 
votes are held responsible for 
wrongfully accepting the new 
state of Israel. This is history? 


GO WITH GOD, by Jim Bishop, 
$5.00 (McGraw-Hill). 

“A Treasury of the Great 
Prayers of all times and ail 
faiths,” this book by the dis- 
tinguished columnist also con- 
tains a moving essay on prayer 
in his own life, particularly as 
applied in the death of his be 
loved wife. 

The personal prayers of con- 
temporary men of distinction 
include those by such as Pool, 


Finkelstein, Sulzberger, and 
Cantor. There are prayers 
from both Bibles, literature.

Wirgin often differs from 
Reiffenberg and other of his 
predecessors in the field, and he 
corrects many errors concern- 
ing the dating of Coins. 

His account covers the coin- 
age period from the Maccabees 
through the Herods and Agrip- 
pa.

ductions; the historical matrix 
in which the coins and symbols 
appear is complete. Many in- 
triguing matters are treated, 
such as the widow’s mite, Ves- 
pasian’s “Judaeo Capta” cur- 
rency, and the myth of Bar 
Kochba’s coinage. 

The notes on fertility sym- 
bols are particularly valuable. 

Although the Nazis stole Wir- 
gin’s first collection, his book 
in no way lacks thoroughness 
and scholarship.

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THIS PROGRAM WORTHY 


The fall meeting of the American Jewish Society for 
Service, the agency which sends Jewish youngsters each 
summer to work on some project involved in helping 
others, will take place Monday night, Nov. 3, at the 
Harmonie Club in New York City. 


THE HIGH school youngsters pay approximately $150 
for the privilege. For six weeks their days are divided 
between working on their project and recreational and 
informational activities. 

The program is patterned after that of the Quakers, 
which every year provide a number of such camping groups. 


THE AMERICAN Jewish Society for Service deserves 
more support than it is receiving. 

It is built on the traditional Jewish concept of help- 
ing others less fortunate than ourselves. 


THE SOCIETY has had its difficulties in convincing 
Jewish youngsters that this is the most profitable way 
they might spend their summer. At first the program was 
aimed at college-age youngsters, but it now operates on 
the high school level. 

The first project of the group was to help Negroes 
build homes in a housing development in Indianapolis 
known as the Flanner House project. This past summer, 
the project was to rebuild a barn used as an auditorium 
at Fellowship Farm near Pottstown, Pa. 

THE FACT that this program of the AJSS has not 
won more adherents may or may not be held against 
the Jewish community. But the cause may as likely be 
that the American Jewish community is ignorant of this 
program. 

We suggest that our rabbis at least will be interested, 
and they can secure information from Henry Kohn, presi- 
dent of the AJSS, at Room 1518, 120 Broadway, New 
York City. 


MORE HOSPITALITY NEEDED 


THE PROPOSAL made here many times that Jewish 
communities needed a set-up whereby newcomers to any 
city might he welcomed and made to feel at home has been 
implemented by now in a number of cities. 

A recent issue of the National Jewish Welfare Board 
publication, JWB Circle, told of three cities where the 
Jewish community centers had organized such welcoming 
committees. The cities are Akron, Utica and Camden. 

THE TECHNIQUES of the committees can be as varied 
as the imagination of the local group will make them, but 
the central theme is hospitality. 

In Akron, according to the JWB Circle, the ‘‘commit- 
tee has prepared a pamphlet which includes a listing and 
description of Akron’s synagogues and Jewish organiza- 
tions, plus a listing of kosher butchers, delicatessens and 
bakeries . .. In addition, the committee brings a ‘welcome’ 
cake to the women of the new family. 

“ANSWERS TO questions and an invitation to visit 
the Center are part of the visit. Some months later, the 
family is invited to a tea at the Center for more informa- 
tion about the community, its history and its organizations.” 

Is this lovely arrangement limited to only three com- 
‘paratively small communities? What about Chicago and 
Cleveland and St. Louis and Miami and Atlanta and the 
hundreds of other Jewish communities? 

ANOTHER AREA where the committee might be even 
more valuable, in view of the fact that mature families 
have a way of integrating into new communities, is with 
the unattached young Jewish men or women. Their need 
is as great for Jewish companionship, if not greater, and 
there is no provision for them at all—unless they are the 
rare aggressive kind which will find the Jewish community 
whether it has a welcome out for them or not. 

The tragedy of these young people often is that for 
lack of Jewish contacts they begin to associate with their 
non-Jewish co-workers, and as likely or not, are thereby 
eventually lost to the Jewish community. 

NO DOUBT, there are welcoming committees in other 
communities too. 

Perhaps they would care to tell their experiences to 
the wide audience of The POST and OPINION. We'd be 
glad to devote the “Freedom of the Press” section to an 
account of their experiences, if they’d care to write to us. 
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RECENTLY a correspondent in England 
asked us our view about a certain American 
Jewish religious —not Reform — movement. 
We're not here gonig to divulge what we 
wrote, in one paragraph yet. 

But we did add one sentence. 


WE SAID that the time now is not for 
more liberalization, but for a retention of 
what we still have ieft. 


Answering a congregant who wanted him 
to break a Jewish tradition, a Detroit rabbi 
wrote in his bulletin as follows: 


“LIBERAL Judaism has rendered an 
important service in fostering greater lati- 
tude and freedom of thought in dealing 
with tradition and religious practice. This 
has been all to the good. But it has served 
Jewish life poorly by giving currency to 
the widespread notion that religion is 
what you want it to be. 

“Since historical precedent and relig- 
ious law need not be consulted, every Jew 
is equally expert ana authoritative in de- 
ciding what should and what should not 
be done. In abandoning practically all re- 
straints and disciplines, it has imperilled 
the significant standards and patterns of 
religion into the daily life of the Jew and 
render him in turn more Sensitive to its 
values and aspirations.” 


This was written by Rabbi Morris Adler. 


It is accurate but doesn’t go far enough. Under 
Liberal Judaism, we assume that Rabbi Adler 
included Conservatism, at least the left wing 
of the movement, as well. 


Rabbi Jacob J. Weinstein, Reform, admits 
the errors of the past, thusly: 


The rabbis of Classic Reform, Dr. 
Emil Hirsch in pacticular, oversold rational 
religion. In their eagerness to rid Judaism 
of superstitious elements and outworn 
forms, they stripped it of meaningful sym- 
bols and dynamic emotional values. They 
recklessly cut away protective material 
from the ethical core and exposed the 
quick nerve of faith to the blistering 
winds. For the past 30 years, the over- 


whelming majority of the rabbis in the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis 
have attempted to heal the body of Juda- 
ism from the effects of this crude surgery. 

“They have attempted to restore those 
symbols such as the Kiddush cup, the 
Tora, the menora, the mezuza, which pro- 
claim in the colorful language of metaphor 
our love oi light, of joy, of learning. They 
have restored the rituals of the candle 
lighting, the Tora service, the priestly 
blessing, which dramatize our search for 
divine wisdom, our dedication to holy 
tasks, our reverence for noble traditions. 
They have restored the observance of the 
Passover, the Sukkot, Hanuka and Purim, 
not only for the religious values inherent 
in these days of solemn assembly, but 
for the sense of kinship to a remarkable 
people, a Swiss Guard of the Lord, an 
historic fraternity dcdicated to high ethics 
and pure religion.” 

IN ORDER to retain the proper historical 
perspective, we must add that at a certain pe- 
riod of American Jewish history, a reinterpre- 
tation of Judaism was almost a must. 

Judaism has forever been reinterpreted, 


THE PROBLEM was recognized by our 
sages but they were careful to avoid the error 
of’ permitting excesses under the guise of 
change. 

Almost without exception, Reform rabbis 
are now reinstituting with proper reinterpre- 
tation many of the rituals which their pre- 
decessors sloughed off. 


SOME OTHER branches of American 
Judaism, however, have not seemed to learn 
this lesson, and are still pressing for changes 
which 10 years ago might have made sense, 
but which today reveal only, a surface un- 
derstanding of what is going on in American 
Jewish life. 

So today we have entered another phase 
of the development of American Judaism. The 
liberalization trend is no longer valid. Now 
there is a hunger for more religion, not less. 
Our religious leaders ought to recognize this, 





Urban Renewal and the Brotherhood of Man

The unanimous approval of the Hyde Park- 
Kenwood urban renewal plan by the commit- 
tee on housing of the Chicago Aldermanic 
council marks a crucial step in a truly heroic 
experiment. It appears now that this famous 
section of the city adjacent to the University 

of Chicago will be renewed 
and rebuilt as an integrated 
neighborhood containing an 
almost 50-50 balance of 
Negro and white. This may 
be the very first example of 
such an integrated commun- 
ity in the entire country and 
will more effectively demon- 
strate the viability of the 
American dream than all the 

Weinstein pious resolutions of civic or- 
ganizations and church bodies. 

NEXT TO THE University of Chicago, 
which has invested great sums and effective 
leadership in this enterprise, the churches and 
synagogues in this neighborhood are to be 
given major credit for this achievement. They 
kept alive throughout the years the image 
of the brotherhood of man. They nursed ine 
difference into tolerance and tolerance into 
active appreciation and understanding. They 
supplied the active manpower for the various 
agencies who undertook the hard, detailed, 
block-by-block work of teaching black and 
white the art and discipline of living together. 


I am especially proud of the work of 
KAM temple in this enterprise. Twenty years 
ago, its community affairs committee under- 
took a campaign to remove restrictive cove- 
nant clauses from deeds of property in the 
neighborhood, recognizing that open occupancy 
was the only way in which the great tide of 
Negro in-migrants could be wholesomely as- 
Similated into the city. Ten years ago, when 
the Negro population of the neighborhood had 
increased by 200 per cent and there were 
manifest signs of overcrowding and deterior- 
ation, KAM temple nevertheless built its new 
community house in the firm faith that the 
new migrants would eventually learn to ac- 
cept the living standards and neighborhood 
mores of the older residents. This was a faith 
sorely tried. The temple often found it neces- 
sary to enter lawsuits against exploiting land- 
lords, who, in violation of the law, were pack-

ing 10 to 20 families where one had lived 
before. And the task was not made easier 
when the landlords, as sometimes happened, 
were Jewish. 

WHILE A massive flight of white families 
did take place as the older houses became 
tenements and the schools deteriorated and 
the crimes increased, a saving remnant of 
white families remained in the very heart 
of the new Negro settlement. This radiant 
core determined to put their convictions about 
the brotherhood of man to the living test. A 
very good proportion of this radiant core are 
members of KAM temple. 


It is not often that a rabbi gets a chance 
to see the residual deposit of a religious faith 
in the daily commitments of his people. But 
this has been true here. Without the beating 
of drums and the waving of flags, a brave 
band of some 60 families have eridured the 
daily hazards of living in a community over- 
run by a depressed ana penalized caste, full 
of resentments and hostilities. They have 
watched once lovely homes and gracious streets 
abused and overlaid with a debris cast up by 
asphalt hoboes. 


But they persisted and are at last on the 
very threshold of seeing a new community 
rise from the ashes of the old—a community 
open to every creed and color. 


When these white families denounce the 
savagery of Little Rock, they do it with clean 
hands and serene spirit. When these Jews 
read the passage from Amos: “Are ye not 
as the children of Ethiopia unto me, O Chil- 
dren of Israel?” they read it with that un- 
derstanding of the heart which only integrity 
can give.

Today it is estimated that 
there are close to 4,500 blind 
persons in the country, of which 
about two-thirds are Jews. 

MORE THAN 95 per cent of 
the Jewish blind were’ born 
abroad and it is interesting to 
note that Iraq (34 per cent), 
Libya (15 per cent), ang Ye- 
men (15 per cent), account for 
G64 per cent of these. 


Eight years ago the Jewish 
Agency established what was 
supposed to be a promising ex- 
periment in care of the blind. 
This was the village of Kfar 
Uriel. According to the plan, 
the blind inhabitants of the vil- 
lage would learn to operate all 
the essential services, would 
gradually take over central re- 
sponsibilities, and over a period 
cf time would be on their own 
as an independent economic 
unit. 

IT HAS NOT worked out that 
way. The _ blind inhabitants 
have Come to look upon the aid 
provided as something due them 
as a matter of course. Their 
initiative has been _ stultified. 
They refuse to assume respon- 
sibilities, and despite relatively 
high earnings from their work- 
shop, try to evade any financial 
Earticipation of their ecwn in 
the project. 

In short, they have become 
victims of the philanthropic ap 
proach, and the sponsors would 
today dissolve the village, and 
scatter the members through- 





out the country if that were 


possible. In the meantime, the 
charity program continues. 


FACILITIES for education of 
blind children are scanty in 
Israel. There is only one school 
for Jewish children—the Jewish 
Institute for Education of the 
Blind, foundeg in 1902. It pro- 
vides both a religious and secu- 
lar education. The _ Institute 
kas had its ups and downs ané 
has not always enjoyed a good 
reputation. There is one other 
school for blind children, and 
that is operated by the Hospice 
of St. Vincent, of the Catholic 
church, 

On the vocational 
training much more is_ beinz 
done, and hundreds of blind per 
sons are being trained for oc- 
cupations suitable to them. 
Prush-making and weaving, tra- 
ditional pursuits for the blind, 
Jead in popularity here. There 
have also been successful ex 
periments in training the blind 
to sort and pack citrus fruit, 
with considerable success. The 
same is true of the training of 
telephone operators. 

IT IS ENCOURAGING to 


level of 


know that only 1.6 per cent ot 
the Jewish blind are known to 
be beggars. When asked what 
they would like to do for a liv- 
ing, many of the untrained 
bling expressed a desire to run 
a newsstand or ciragette and 
soda stand, Called here a kiosk. 

About 4 per cent of the blind 
ir. the country use the services 
of a guide dog, and about 6 per 
cent more would like to have 
such a dog. A _ local woman 
trains Seeing Eye guides but 
obviously cannot keep up with 
the demand. Among the Arabs 
there are a few who are guided 
about by their donkey. 

A FEW YEARS ago a group 
of public-spirited citizens estab- 
lisheq an Israel Society for the 
Blind which looks after the in- 
terests of these people, operates 
a Central Library for the Blind, 
promotes transcriptions into 
Braille, etc. About 18 per cent 
of the Jewish blind can read 
Braille, with Hebrew, Germar 
and Arabic the leading langu- 
ages. 

At one time it was policy to 
discourage marriage between 





two blind persons, but | this 


policy has now been changed, 
and the records show at least 
7% instances of married couples 
where both mates are either 
blind or only partially sighted. 
Jt has been found that blind 
men have little difficulty marry- 
ing, but not so with bifnd wom- 
en. Hence the encouragement 
of blind matches, as the only 
sclution for the women. 

As a general rule, a_ blind 
widow will remain a_ widow; 
Llind” widowers frequently re- 
marry. 

MOST OF THE assistance pro- 
vided for the blind in Israel to- 
cay comes from the Ministry of 
Social Welfare of the govern- 
ment, and from Malben, a bene- 
ficiary of the UJA. Friends in 
the United States have also at- 
tempted to extend assistanca 
and have raised funds for this 
purpose, but their well-meaning 
efforts have not always been 
co-ordinated with all the other 
local activities. A philanthropie 
program for Israel cannot be 
run independently from New 
York, without taking into con- 





sideration the larger picture.

TO BIRTH CONTROL IN N.Y.

As is well known, there is no 


prohibition in Jewish religious 
law forbidding Jews practice of 
birth control. As a matter of 
fact, Jews in all western coun- 
tries and Israel generally limit 
and space their children as, they 
see fit. 

What would be more natural 
than for New York Hospitals 


Commissioner Morris A. Jacobs’ 
avowal favoring birth control 
techniques in city hospitals over 
which he presides if he were a 
practicing Jew? But is he? Rath- 
er, as some have suspected and 
heard, he is apostatized, having 
some time ago been received in 
the Roman Catholic church. 





Hence, like Mayor Robert Wag- 
ner, he, too, can declare, if he 
were frank and straightforward, 
that he has barred medical con- 
traceptive advice because it is 
not possible for him to approve 
it as a practicing Roman Cath- 
olic. 


On the other hand, if he were 
a practicing Jew,*then the as- 
sumption is that his ban on 
medical contraceptives is the ne- 
gation of a Jew’s normal atti- 
tude on this question in favor 
of toadying to Roman Catholic 
voters and to conciliate the hier- 
archy in favor of his future po- 
litical ambitions. How else can 
this conundrum be explained?
